Lieut. L. K. Reynolds Arrives in St. 
Louis to Clear His Father’s 
Memory.

The Sequel to the Late Tragedy at the 
Southern Hotel—An Effort to be 
Made to Reopen the Inquest—What 
Lieut. Reynolds Has to any About 


the Case. 


Lieutenant L. K. Reynolds of the United States 
navy, and generally known as one of the rescuers 
of the Greely Arctic exploration party, arrived in 
St. Louis this morning and is the guest of Mr. C. K. 
Albers. Thesad death of Lieutenaat Reynolds 
father, Mr. George W. Reynolds, at the Southern 
Hotel last week, is the business which has brought 


the young officer to St. Louis. Mr, Reynolds’ 
family have been tly shocked and grieved at 
the verdict brought in by the Deputy Coroner, who 

that Mr. Reynolds bad committed suicide. 

Lieut. Reynolds is here for the purpose, if possi- 
ble, of baving this verdict reconsidered and 
changed go that it wiil be in accordance with the 
facts in (Se Case. Lieut. Reynolds was met on 
Change to-day by a Post-Dispatca reporter, who 
questioned him about the case. 

“Tt is absurd.“ said Lieut Reynolds, to say that 
my father committed suicide,absolutely absurd. I do 
not kuow what your Coroner could be thinking 
about to come to such a finding. All the facts in 
tbe case are against i- al of them. You see in the 
first place he was a man of a happy and cheerful 
disposition, who enjoyed life aoe oe He had 
been in the harness for a long time, and this was his 
first holiday. When I last saw him he was full of

n the mountains. I had fixed my 

Official duties so as to be able to get 
away and go with him. he 
was no reason, whatever, why he should have dono 
anything of the sort..“ 

How were his finances?" .

A Lunatie Asylum Burned. 
WiLuiaMsBure, Va., June 8 At 12 o'clock last 
night a fire broke out in the right wing of the cen- 
ter building of the Eastern Lunatic Asylum here, 
and before it could be got under control, everything 
was destroyed. The duildings burned 
comprise the original ones of the in- 
stitution and were erected over one hundred 
years ago. There were two hundred female 
patients in the burned buildings but all of them 
were rescued except one—Miss Smith, of Spotts- 
sylvania County, who was burned to death. An- 
other tient, Mrs. Jeffries, after bein brought 
out of the building wandered away and . found 
t morning drowned in a creek near by. 
All the female patients were taken to William 
and Mary College, where they were tem porari 
cared for. The other wards contained nearly 300 
male —— These wards were quickly emptied 
and the unfortunates were turned loose, but aid not 
wander off, being generally tractable.

Congressman Warner states that the proposed 
wution of the problem isa plan by which the 
silver dollar shall be suspeuded and certifi- 
cates issued on deposits with the 
Government, of silver bullion brought

BLAINE AND LOGAN. 


The Personal Relations Between the 
Two Republican Leaders. 


Logan's Loyalty to the Main States- 
man—The Indifference of the Nation- 
al Committee for the Vice-Presiden- 


Late Campaign. 


Spectal Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
* Wasuinetox, June 5.—There has been a good 
deal of gossip during the last few weeks about the 
personal relations between Blaine and Logan. An 
intimate friend of General Logan's, gave me some 
facts about the relations of these two gentlemen, 
which are probably as near official as they can be, 
although not revised by the principals themselves. 
General Logan did have an understanding with Mr. 
Blaine a year ago last winter. This understanding 
was a friendly one. There was no formal alliance; 
the first evidence of this was shown by the fact that 
Mrs. Blaine and Mrs. Logan were often seen in 
public together. As they cordially disliked each 
other, their companionship could only be explained 
on political grounds. Mr. Blaine is not in the habit 
of calling on his political rivals, yet he was fre- 
quently at General Logan's rooms during the win- 
ter,and the two had the best of possible under- 
standings. Mr. Blaine, very frankly said that he did 
not expect to be nominated, and, in fact, had no 
desire to be. He preferred General Logan to any 
of the other Republican candidates and pledged to 
the Hlinois Senator his friendly support. Logan is 
a very loyal friend. A number of people tried to 
shake his confidence in Blaine before the conven- 
tion met. They said to him that Blaine was only 
seeking to use him and would really do him no 
good. Logan was very stubborn, however, in 
his friendship, and stood loyally up to his 
partof the agreement. Blaine was afraid that 
Arthur would be renominated, and to defeat him he 
bent every energy. He was equally opposed to 
Senator Edmunds. To beat these two men it was 
necessary to havea good ally. General Logan 
proved to be that ally. The Illinois Senator never 
knew how near he came to being nominated him- 


‘self. When the Mugwumps found tha: their oppo- 


sition to Blaine and Arthur was apt to result in the 


nomination of either one of the two, they began to 
look about for a third man who could draw away 
from Blaine and Arthur. They tried General Sher- 
man. Herefused to permit his name to be used. 
They then decided among themselves to try General 
Logan; but before they got to it Logan, under 
statements made to him by the Blaine managers 
that Arthur's nomination was in imminent danger, 
broke his Ulinois delegation for Blaine. 
* * 

Every one knows how unwilling Logan was to go 
on to tho ticket for second place. He had lived 
long enough in Washington to know how little there 
was in the position of Vice-President. He was then 
a United States Senator, and by attending strictly 
to his own personal matters, feit confident that he 
could elect'a Republican Legisiature and be re- 
turned tothe Senate without any trouvie. This 
friend of General Logan's says that the latter went 
on to the ticket only atthe very last moment, 

his own judgment, and in the 
of the protest of bis wife 
who has been his confidant and best 
adviser for years, His dissatisfaction at being 
forced upon a ticket which he thought was aimost 
certain to be defeated made him very unhappy. 
But when he learned how near he came to being 
nominated himself at Chica co. and how he might 
have been if he had had more correct information, 
this dissatisfaction became greatiy increased. It 
looked for a time as if the General would hold 
back and do nothing. Thén came his invitation to 
visit Mr. Biaime at Augusta. After kis conference 
there the General made up his mind to make the 
best of the forlorn hope. He charged into the 
campaign with the very recklessness of despair 
hoping to win success tor his party. He must have 
thought the cause a desperate one or he would not 
have gone into the campaign as he did. He trav- 
eled neariy thirty thousand miles during the can- 
vass and made personal appeals morning, noon and 
night in the closely contested States. Tureugh bis 
strength with tne soldier element, he doubtless 
made up many a gap in the ranks of the disaifected 
Repubiicans.

Logan. It was enough for him that he was per- 
mitted to work for the When Mr.
